The  necettMty  of  a  new  snbtcription,  for  the  relief  of 
dMBtt  OMed  Emi^rantB  ithlil  the  opening  of  the  navigation 
vras  then  btatecl ;  and  the  call  made  npornthe  benevolence 
of  the  eommnnity  wa»  most  promptly  answered.  The 
Committee  have  had  the  satitifaetion  of  continuing  the 
diHiribntion  of  weekly  nlnis  to  deserving  objects  of  charity^ 
diirjng  the  remainder  of  a  winter,  nnpreeedented  in  seve- 
rity and  duration,  nnd  therefore  doubly  onerous  on  the 
innigeiit  nnd  the  sick. 

The  Cbmmittee  hate  to  l*eport  tirith  the  moit  grateful 
feelings  sbvernl  coivtribuli6ni  to  the  (otidk  of  the  Society ; 
from  chArithble  (i»iindatfons'ohd  individuals  |  more  espe«| 
eiatly  tire^CdlleHed  In  the  tltflfSerc^t  cdngregationi  of  this 
city,  in  consequence  of  sermuns  preached  by  their  refipee- 
tive  Clergy,  at  the  sollcitalion  of  the  Society.

Unt  as  many  of  theue  persons 
ivere  weekly  pensioners,  it  will  be  more  explanatory  to 
state,  that  73  persons  in  distress  bavo^  on  the  average, 
been  relieved  each  week,  at  an  outlay  of  about  £b  15. 

Jn  consequence  <*f  tli«  possificir  of  tbe  Provincial  Act, 
durinff  the  last  Session  of  the  Legislature, tntitiiled  **  An 
**  Act  to  create  a  fund  for  defraying  tli«  expense  of  pro- 

1^*  viding  Medical  assistance  for  sick  Emigrants,  and  of 
"  enabling  indigent  persons  of  that  description  to  proceed 
**  to  the  place  of  their  destination,*'  tli«  Quebec  Emi- 
grant Society,  in  common  with  the  sister  establishment  at 
Montreal,  has  been  placed  on  a  more  permanent  footing, 
as  regards  its  funds,  with,  however,  an  encreased  respon* 
sibility.  A  fund  has  been  raised  by  the  humoiiity  of  the 
Legislature,  to  be  applied  in  forwarding  poor  KmigranU 

\io  their  destination  iu  these  Provinces ;  and  it  will  remain 

[for  the  Committee  appointed  this  day,  to  carry  the 
benevolent  intentions  of.  the  Provincial  Government  into 
execution.     The  performance  of  this  duty   will  be  reu.

[Emigration,  without  any  provision  for  the  sick  and  indi- 
rent-r-whlle  at  the  bame  time,  the  means  of  relief  have 
leen  extended  to  the  sick  Emigrant,  and  every  aid 
provided  for  his  speedy  establishment  in  the  country 
lariithes,  by  aHsisting  himtoreoch  the  place  of  hisde^ti- 
Ination.  The  Emigrant  Hospital,  under  the  arrangements 
so  judicio<isly  made  by  the  Board  of  Health,  has  h^en 
re-established  on  a  most  satisfactory  footing ;  and  the 
Committee  have  been  informed  from  olBciul  authority,  that 
icnommodatiou  for  .^00  patients  ran  be  furnished,  if 
required,  under  the  humane  management  and  rare  of  thtt 
'ledical  Members  of  that  Board. 

In  alluding  to  the  Fund  placed  under  tlie  direction  of 
the  Einigi ant  Society  by  the  Provincial  Act  nbovemen* 
)ioned,  the  p^iblic  yv\\\  understand  that  no  advances  of 
mey  are  to  be  mode  to  any  Emigrant  from  that  source. — 
The  Society  will^  therefore,  ns  before,  have  to  depend  upon 
he  chnritnblc  contributions  of  tlie  fNiiblic,  for  means  of 
relief  to  tbo  poor  widows  and  orphans  of  Iniigrants  who 
lay  die  after  their  arrival  here,  and  to  olhers  who  come 
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under  th,e  lon^  ^iitaib)(ghe<l  rfjiHladonii  of  the  Soeiefj.^ 
The  Committee  be^c  leave  to  expreKii  titeir  <Mirnp»t  nep^ 
that  the  ftupport  of  tieharitabte  community  will  be  eui>fU 
niied  to  the  Society  diirlnjr  the  current  year;  at*  the  bdt 
ministration  of  tlie  subscnption  fund  wiil  be  <lii»tihie^ 
Irom  thatgtanted  by  the  unthority  of  the  Lt^^isiature.  ' 

The  exteniiioei  of  the  powers  of  the  Society,  by  tbe| 
Provincial  Act,  hnvmf(  rendered  it  necessary  to  draw  ijip 
additional  Rules  for  its  proper  management,  the  Committee 
have  nnanimuusly  agreed  toMibmit  to  this  meeting  several 
new  regulations,  which,  if  approved  vt\  will  go  iiild 
vjieration  on  thp  first  Movidny  in  May  next,  and  win  here* 
after  form  the  bauis-on  which  the  Society  4»  afTairs  urill  be 
administered.  W  v^ 

The  Committee  bej;  to  remark,  that  since  their  last 
Report,  they  have  hod  the  same  rensou  to  feel  obliged  to 
Doctors  Lyons  and  O'Calla^hap^fwr  their  kind  u'tientioitf 
to  the  Dispensary  of  the  Society  (  and  alni  to  Mri  («eiir«ftt 
fdr  the  gratuitous  use  of  an  office.  The  Tveasnrer's  Ac*
